Feu ting that China was not to hr* 
protected from the aggression of other 
nations by the Peace Treaty, as she 
bud expected to be, smile LIMANI stir 
dents, ali of them between the ages of 
twelve and twenty-one years aud in- 
eluding S.000 girls, organized them­ 
selves Into the Chinese Students' Pa 
triode 
Society Immediately after the 
publication of the first draft of the 
Peace 
Treaty to 
fight for Chinese 
rights. 
Their first move was to strike from 
school 
or. rather, from 
lectures, as 
they 
rem a I tied 
In 
their 
respective 
schools and spent so many hours dally 
Iii private at tidy. They then organized 
into bunds for getting out propaganda 
literature ami for public streaking Iii 
the country and small tow ns and iii the 
tea shops in poorer districts of the 
HUes In order that they might reach 
th** vast numbers of people who could 
no! read.

Bu rea u. 
The benefits to be received from 
this organization are: 
Closer and more extensive union of 
farm interests.

Historic Mansion in Mexico City Re­ 
modeled and Made Into Typical 
American 
Drug Store. 


The conversion of the “House of 
Tiles’' in the City of Mexico into a typ­ 
ical American drug store marks the 
passing of one of the most palatial and 
unique structures ever erected in that 
lty of interesting 
buildings, 
Many 
persons in the United States remember 
the bouse as tile ‘ J o c k e y club,” the 
most exclusive and aristocratic place 
of Ifs kind in the republic, hut for tile 
past few* years it has stood on a prom­ 
inent downtown corner, a bleak, de­ 
crepit structure, 
whose 
shiny ami 
gaudy exterior of tile gave evidence 
of its former glory. Soon it will open 
for business as a drug store. 
The date when the building’s foun­ 
dations were laid is lost in obscurity, 
but It Is thought that It was started 
about 1580, Later it came into tile 
possession of Don Louis de Rivero, a 
man of varied career, who was re- 
sponsible for Its exterior cont of tlb*-«. 
These latter are of blue, yellow and 
white, Moorish In design, and were 
made by artisans brought from Tala- 
Vera, Spain, by the Dominican friars 
Iii the sixteenth century. 
They were 
modeled In a special ceramic factory 
at Puebla, about 75 miles distant, and 
tie* completion of this decoration was 
(he occasion for 
public celebration. 
The family of Don Luis de Rivero, 
who later became the count of Ori* 
Saba, remained In possession of the 
house until the t i m e of the Ill-fated 
Emperor Maximilian. 
Its last occu­ 
pant was a sister of the then Count 
Ie Orizaba, upon whom the emperor 
•inferred the title of inarquesa de 
drill. 
falter Hie structure was taken over 
by the Jockey club and converted In­ 
to a sumptuous dub house. 
Stories 
f fabulous sums won and lost at its 
gaining tables persist to tills day. 
Stirring 
revolutionary times caused! 
its 
abandonment, 
and

several 
years the building was vacant until 
the present lessors secured It for a 
period of twenty years. 
Indicative perhaps of an intention 
by t h e government to r e s t o r e It la te r 
Is the fact tiiat before renovation 
started photographs were taken of all 
interesting portions of the building, in­ 
cluding the huge curved floor.
